Priority

Reasons for Allowance 

4. Claims 6-9 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

■ With regard to independent claim, as the closest reference of record, Mackawa 
et al (US 6,935,014) discloses a method of fabricating a magnetic head including a 
single pole type head which includes a main pole 3 (Fig. 9, column 7, lines 42-46) 
and a return pole 10, the method including the steps of: forming a magnetic layer 3 
(Fig. 3; colurmi 6, line 11) which is processed to be the main pole; forming a first 
magnetic metal layer 5 (Fig. 3; column 6, line 20) and a non-magnetic insulator 
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layer 8 (Column 6, lines 42-44) in. order on the magnetic layer; forming a first 
mask of a resist layer 9 (Column 6, line 39) on the non-magnetic insulator layer; 
shaping the non-magnetic insulator layer by reactive ion etching (Column 7, 
line 8-14), using the first mask, thus forming a second mask 10 (Figs 5-8); and 
shaping the magnetic layer into a designed shape of the main pole (Fig. 9), using 
the second mask; but fails to show that the metal layer 5 is a non-magnetic metal 
layer. 

■ Applicant asserts that this invention is a method to fabricate a magnetic head 
comprising a single pole t5^e head suitable for narrow tracks, while preventing 
corrosion of the magnetic layer (Specification, p. 4).
